WHEREAS, The Housing Authority of the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana (hereinafter called "Housing Authority"), and the 
Community Development Department of the City of Fort Wayne has 
been awarded a grant from the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development and 33 units of Section 8 Existing Certificates.
